The ER nurse indicated that she felt that Julia 
was fabricating her story about the child neglect. Julia was insistent that she did 
not want the police involved. The nurse examined Madeline and found nothing 
consistent with a sexual assault. DCFS was notified. 

11. That on November 27, 2015, Julia went to the IVCH ER with Madeline 
alleging that she believes Kevin is doing something to Madeline and wanted a 
rape kit done. The staff found her stories unbelievable. Dr. Sabir spoke with Julia 
andjstated she seemed to "be on a destructive path." He offered to examine 
Madeline and Julia did not want her to be examined, but wanted it "wrote down" 
and documented" that she smelled the child’s vagina and smelled like semen 
Dr. Sab'r was concerned about the child’s safety and the staff was concerned '
